3. In case the Punjab State Electricity Board 
fails to furnish figures of “Electricity supplied" to 
the Cautt. Board within 30 days from the date of 
expiry of the month for which figures are to be fur¬ 
nished the Cantonment Board will have the option 
to raise bills on the basis of highest figure furnished 
during any of the pas* six me n*hs, 

4. Cantt. Executive Officer will obtain all 
details in this respect from the authorities of the 
Punjib S.ate Electricity Board under section 103 
of the Cantonments Act from time to time to es¬ 


tablish the correctness of figures as furnished by 
the Pnjab S.ate Electricity Board. Provided that 
further that the following goods shall be exempted 
from the payment of octroi tax, namely:—

Executive Officer or Secretary of the Local - 
Authority concerned that such materials are 
required for road making only.

Service, provided that' each consignment is certified 
by the Superintendent of Police cf the District 
concerned or in tho case of N. V. C. by an Officer 
authorised by thi Provincial Commandant, N.V.C. 
in this behalf to be the property of Government in 
the Police Department. 

Articles imported f#r the purpose oi Govern¬ 
ment Air Raid Precautions provided at the time 
of import these are accompained by a certificate 
from a Gazetted Officer of the Department. 

7. Articles, stores and equipment used for health 
purposes belonging to Health Department of the 
Government provided that each Consignment if 
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accompanied by a certificate from a Medical Officer 
of the Health Department that it belongs to 
Government. 

8. Printed forms used in the offices of the Govt, 
and La cal Authorities, provided cdcn consign¬ 
ments is accompanied by a certificate from a 
GizeULd. Office 1 ' of the Government Department 
or the Local Authority concerned, 

9. Printed forms and otner election material 
lika billot papers, locks, hammers, punches and 
big} competed wiMi tho General election to the 
State or Central Legislature and elections to Local 
Authorities provided at the tim* of import, those 
are accompinied by a certificate signed by a Gazetted 
Officer of the Dipirtunnt concerned to the effect 
that the election material is the property of Govern¬ 
ment. 

10. Supplied and service of the joint enterprise 
started by the Government of India for the vacci¬ 
nation of children against tuberculosis, provided at 
the time of import, consign nmts are accompanied 
by a certificate from a G izcUed Officer of the jpinl 
enterprise tint consignment in question is the pro¬ 
perty of the said enterprise. 

1L All young plants for the transplantation on 
road sides imported by the Public Works Department, 
Forest Department and Local Bodies if accom¬ 
panied at the time of import by a certificate 
from a Gazetted Officer of the Department 
concerned or a Local Authority that the plants arc 
msant for plantation on roadside wUhin 
municipal area concerned. 

12. Government property accompanying 
G)Vernmmt S;rvuits oil tour in connection with 
th;if official duties provided it is certified to the 
satisfaction of the octroi staff on duty. 

13. Exhibits, films, Indian films news, publicity 
litorature or other equipments (in use) imported 
for prapiginia .wmk or for instructional purpose 
belonging to any Department of the Central or the 
&a*e Government or to any Uiiversity, Rvd Cross, 
subject to the production of certificate from a res¬ 
ponsible officer of the Djpartmmt of Institution or 
agency concerned. 

14. Films imported by the Punjab Films and 
News Corporation Ltd. for children films movement 
shjtfi, provided a certificate is submitted to that 
effect ' from the competent authority to the Octroi 
Official barriers at the time of import into tne 
Cantonment, 


15. Rjiiwiy Stores and material?* required for 
use on a railway whether in constructing, main¬ 
taining or operating the same and not removed 
outside the railway boundaries but no including 
sofe itimrted for purpose or consumption byrail¬ 
way employees or stores with which a railway co¬ 
operative stores is stocked for sale to member. 

16. Chemicals suen as killoperta, gammaxene 
smok^, krllopetra and gammixone dust imported by 
the Civjl supplied Department for disinfection 
of food-grains provided at the time of import each 
consignment is accompanied by a certificate from 
a G i zetted Officer of the Department that such 
chemicals are the property of Government in the 
Civil Supplies Department* 

17 All Cmlral Government Stores meant for 
Military an 1 pjblic utility, provided a certificate 
is sub nitted to that effect from the competent autho¬ 
rity to th- octroi offi;ial at th? Octroi barrier at 
the tim^ of imoort into the Cintoum;nt.

1. Bonafide personal and household effects 
belonging to persons coming to take up

responsible for their import shall furnish 
to the Executive Officer, Ferozepur Canton¬ 
ment on the 1st day of the month 
following the sale certificates or the goods 
sold and shall arrange prior payment of 
octroi due by the purchaser of such goods.
